THE FOUR-POWER TALKS WILL RESUME TOMORROW AFTER A WEEKEND BREAK. 
THE TWO-DAY RECESS WILL GIVE THE CONFEREES A CHANCE TO REVIEW AND 
MAYBE REVISE THEIR STANCES ON THE PERILOUS ISSUES OF BERLIN AND 
GERMANY WHICH DIVIDE THEM. 

WESTERN STATESMEN HAD PLANNED ANYWAY TO COME TO GRIPS IN SECRET 
TALKS WITH GROMYKO ON THE KEY ISSUE OF BERLIN'S IMMEDIATE FUTURE. 

THEY ALSO HAD HOPED TO DRAW THE RUSSIAN OUT ON THE POSSIBILITY 

OF NARROWING DIFFERENCES ON OTHER MATTERS, NOTABLY SOME ASPECTS OF 
EUROPEAN SECURITY, GERMAN UNIFICATION AND DISARMAMENT. IF PROGRESS 
IS ACHIEVED IN THE NEXT WEEK OR TWO ALONG THESE LINES IT WOULD INSURE 
THE HOLDING OF A SUMMIT PARLEY THIS SUMMER. 

TOP PRIORITY, SO FAR AS THE WEST IS CONCERNED, IS TO FIND A WAY OF 
DEFUSING THE POWDER BARREL OF BERLIN. 

SECRETARY OF STATE CHRISTIAN A.HERTER, BRITISH FOREIGN SECRETARY 
SELWYN LLOYD AND FRENCH FOREIGN MINISTER MAURICE COUVE DE MURVILLE 
ARE BELIEVED TO BE VIRTUALLY RESIGNED TO THE NEED FOR NEGOTIATING SOME 
SORT OF STOPGAP AGREEMENT WITH RUSSIA ON BERLIN. THE STATUS OF THAT 
DISPUTED AND DIVIDED CITY HAS BEEN IN DOUBT EVER SINCE SOVIET PREMIER 
NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV THREATENED SIX MONTHS AGO TO PUSH THE ALLIES OUT OF 
THEIR WESTERN SECTORS. 

THE WESTERN POWERS HAVE A STACK OF IDEAS ABOUT THE SORT OF ARRANGE- 
MENT THAT MIGHT BE NEGOTIATED FOR BERLIN. 

BUT THEY ARE FIRM IN THEIR RESOLVE THAT ANY SUCH ARRANGEMENT MUST 
LEAVE THEM NO WORSE OFF THAN THEY ARE NOW AND MUST ALSO LEAVE THE 
DOOR OPEN FOR BERLIN'S RESTORATION AS CAPITAL CITY OF A REUNITED 
GERMANY. 

THESE STARTING POINTS, TAKEN TOGETHER, AMOUNT TO JUST THIS: THE 
WESTERN POWERS DO NOT INTEND TO PAY A SECOND TIME FOR THEIR RIGHT TO 
STAY ON IN BERLIN--A RIGHT THEY BOUGHT WITH BLOOD AND TREASURE 
DURING WORLD WAR II. 

ONCE THE SOVIETS UNDERSTAND THIS IT MIGHT DEVELOP THAT A NEW 
STOPGAP AGREEMENT COULD EMERGE OVER BERLIN, EMBODYING SOME OF THE 
IDFAS THAT ALREADY HAVE BEEN EXAMINED--ALTHOUGH NOT AGREED--BY 
WESTERN EXPERTS. AMONG THESE IDEAS: 

1. FAST AND WEST COULD SWAP ASSURANCES THAT THEY WOULD COOPFRATE 
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TO KEEP BOTH SIDES OF THE CITY FROM BECOMING CENTERS OF ESPIONAGE, 
LITICAL PROPAGANDA.

AN ARRANGEMENT EMBODYING ANY OR ALL OF THESE IDEAS WOULD HAVE 
TO BE LINKED WITH THE WEST'S BASIC PRINCIPLE--A PRINCIPLE TO WHICH 
THE SOVIETS SUBSCRIBE AT LEAST ON PAPER--THAT EFFORTS TO REUNITE 
GERMANY MUST GO ON.
